Report of Board Recommends
That Boxing and Wrestling

be Included in Course.

WASHINGTON, March 31..Tlie War

Department has made public the report
of the joint board of nrmy and navy oH|-
cers, convened by special ordern of Feb¬

ruary Sth, to tnko Into consideration Hie

physical training of cadets at the Mlli-
tnry Academy and of midshipmen tit Hie
Naval Academy.
The report Is endorsed by President

Roosevelt, wíio directs that the plnhs be
carried out. nnd also that a further re¬

port on progress be submitted to lilnv

sixty days hence.
Secretary Taft approves the recommen¬

dations, and Acting Secretary Darling
also, except as to tho suggestion that,
the sword ot the army be livide a part of
the equipment ivr every ship in tbe navy
for use of otllcers and landing parties.
The report is very long. Its most im-

iioriiint l'en turn is the recommendation
that the Japanese art of Jlu jitsu l.e in-

i ¦·(! io tue course, with boxing and
wrestling. ·"

The board reports that It Is not of great
value ¿is n means of physical /develop¬
ment, but the knowledge of the system
would Inspire the individual with n de¬
gree of self-confidence.
The board recommends that physical

training be extended over the four years'
course at each academy, instead ctf one

year, as at present.
Other points of interest contained In the

report are these: "The training of the
students as future instructors in physical
training." The board believes that the
best physical development can be obtain¬
ed only by a study of the physical con¬

dition of each cadet or midshipman nnd
the use by him of exercises such as will
tend to remedy bis physical defects.
This involves the careful and periodical

examination and measurement of each in¬
dividual and the prescription for hlm of
suitable exercise.
"Tbo board Is thoroughly convinced

that In order to secure the proper physi¬
cal development of the average student
the minimum nf time to be devoted to

compulsory physical exercise is two hours
each week throughout tbe entire course.
"The regular practice of judicious nnd

healthful exercises by cadets and mid¬
shipmen throughout their four years'
course will develop habits nnd exercise
In youth which will tend to be prolonged
Into later life, and thus hnve a marked
effect In raising the standard of physical
condition and physical enduranci; In tho
officers of the United States service."
The board finds thnt Ihe present, force

of Instructors In physical training at each
academy is Inadequate to its needs; even

with the limited amount of time now-

devoted to this work. With the exten¬
sion nf time recommended above, at least
Ibree nddltlnnnl Instructors will be re¬

quired at each academy.
